' Wilkams diſpatched in all haſt letters wy 
Maticſhe,who at the recceittherofprefently the 
. nextdayin thecnening repaired tothe Camp 
then before Roan : and at his arriuall ſent the 
Duke of Boillon, otherwiſe the vicount of T ov- 
74ine with eight hundred horſes todiſcouer the 
enemy.” Fhe Dake broughtnewesto the king 
of the enemics neere approch;very early in the 
morning, being'thetenth of the ſaid moneth. 
Whereupon the king riding to the ſhippes that 
hy intheriyerontheideot New-hanen {et ſuch 
ardervntothem/as feemed moſte meete vnto 
His maicftie, and cauſing fireto be put in Cyr0- 
chet, being the place where the ſhippes lay,fent 
and diſpatched certaine chiefe officers-of the 
armie;to withdraw the fiedge from Roar, & to 
retire towards Poxt de Larckes all which being 
done as the king had appointed himſelte,hys 
Maieſtie gathered a head of all his forces, be- 
tweenethe tenth of April, and thefifteenth of 
thefayd moneth. 
\ Thefiftcenth day of Aprill, the king began 
ro-martch with ſuche forces as were come of 
ſtrangers,and his other nobilitie towardes the 
enemy, and quarteredthe ſame night in Fox-

Theſixtcenth of the ſaid moneth, the king 
hauing appointed his RendeuouvsaboutaLea- 
gue anda haltefrom C4»g/exille in a great plain 
neere a Winde-mill : his forccs failed not to 
finde his Maieſtie at the place appointed : and 
marching thither in battellaray : the number 
of the horſemen were in fight at theleaſt be. 
wweene ſeuen and eight thouſand horſes , and 
about 16000. footmen beſides the troupes of 
the Duke £Hompenſicr, and the Marthiall 4" 4- 
mons, who were expected to mcete the king at 
the next Rendeuous.the 17. of Aprill,and were 
at Pont de F Arches the 15. of the faid moneth. 

The Baron Boy, being ſent by thc king, to 
liein A»mbuſcado with twelue hundred hottes, 
betweene New-havep, and the Duke of ' Parma 
his armie, diſcomfited a certaineconuoy com. 
ming from the Gouernourof New-haxcn, and 
ſcent the 16. of Aprill late in the cuening, ſome 
Waggons with prouiſion of warrc,and fix Spa+ 
niards,: priſoners to the king. | 

TheKinge marcheth rowardes the Encmie 
with twentie pecces of Ordinanccas wel great 
as ſmall, and the ſixteenth daye of Aprill caw- 
ſed them to be diſcharged at his arrivall at A- 
ecuille,his quarter that night being fine leagues 

rom the Princes Campe, to giue notice of his 
comming to them of Caudebeck.

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Naine,it is crediblie reported alſo that the duke 
himſelfe is ſhot into thearmelieng before Cau- 
debeck. They of New-hauen did ſend outtwelue 
veſſels, in ech veſſella hundreth metyto cleare 
theriuer,and to conuey wine and other nece(- 
faries for watre to the Duke of Parma, but the 
Hollanders that lie there and keepe it forthe K. 
did ſo mightilie reſiſt them, that of the Hollax- 
ders Admirall there is but twelue men lefte a- 
live, and ſome of the twelue veſlelles are ouer- 
throwne, and other ſome taken, and thoſe that 
be taken are brought to Dzep and the marchan- 
dize ſolde there and all their men flaine. The 
king looks daily for more companies to come 
to helpe him. The Duke of Parmais nowe at 
T ankauilk, whiche is about cight miles from 
Newhanuenand the kinge is at Tzerot, whiche is 
about ſixe miles from Taxkenille, keeping the 
waic from Roare, Diep, and Caudebeck. All the 
kings peoplearefully determined to fight the 
battaile, if they can any waieget their eniinies 
toit: and itis verilie thoughtthatif the Duke 
of Parma doo not find the better meanes to re. 
tire the ſooner, hee is like to remaine incloſed 
and therefore it 13s thoughte the Duke dooeth 
drawe himſclfe "toward Newhauen, there 
to recelue more fuccour, or elſe 
to getaway by Sea. 
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
